ld subject to the order and control of the committee, and 

the terms and provisions of the reorganization agree 
ent. The committee under this agreement has power to 
orrow from the syndicate an amount not to exceed 


$2,500,000 for the purposes of the reorganization, and to 
pledge as collateral for any such loans any and all ac- 
quired and deposited bonds and interim certificates and 
shares of stock of the “New Company” received by the 
committee under its contract with the syndicate. The 
comparative values of the preferred and common stocks 
respectively of the “New Company” are to be as one to 
five. The proceeds of the loan to be made to the com- 
mittee by the syndicate will be used to pay off outstanding 
loans made to the reorganization committee, and for the 
purposes, including expenses, of the committee, or in the 
interest of the “New Company,” including the acquisition 
of any undeposited bonds which the committee may deem 
it necessary to acquire in order to expedite the work of 
reorganization, and including the acquisition or payment in 
whole or in part of such claims of the creditors of the 
White Mountain Paper Company as it shall deem proper 
to deal with. 


In explanation of the proposed issue of $1,000,000 worth 
of the common stock of the “New Company” to George B. 
James, the words of the amended plan are: 

“In view of the fact that George B. James received, in 

consideration for the lands conveyed to the White Moun- 
tain Paper Company, $1,000,000 in cash, $2,700,000 of 
bonds, $1,400,000 in preferred stock, and $2,600,000 of com- 
mon stock, and paid over to the White Mountain Paper 
Company the $1,000,000 in cash upon his subscription for 
2,000,000 of bonds, the result being that for his lands he 
has received only the $2,700,000 of bonds and the $4,000,- 
000 of stock above mentioned, and that the foreclosure 
now in process will destroy all value of this stock, and in 
view, further, of his co-operation with this plan and his 
agreement to discharge all mortgage or vendor's liens 
upon lands agreed to be conveyed to the White Mountain 
Paper Company prior to its first mortgage, the committee 
have deemed it equitable that he should receive, subject 
to the pledge herein provided for, $1,000,000 of the common 
stock of the “New Company,” and have so provided.” 

The committee may, in its discretion, the plan states, 
provide that the stock of the “New Company” shall be vest- 
ed for a period not exceeding five years in voting trustees, 
under such conditions, limitations and provisions as the 
committee may provide. The committee may also select 
the voting trustees in whole or in part from its own mem- 
bers. The foregoing plan is subject to all the terms and 
conditions of the reorganization agreement of which said 
plan is made a part. 

In this agreement the plan of reorganization as outlined 
above is gone into in detail. 

A copy of the notice covering the changed situation sent 
out to the bondholders of the old company by the reor- 
ganization committee is as follows: 

“To depositors under the plan and agreement of reor- 
ganization of White Mountain Paper Company, dated April 
7, 1903: 

“The undersigned committee, acting under the said plan 
and agreement of reorganization, have found it impracti 
cable to reorganize the White Mountain Paper Company 
without changes thereof which they have deemed expedient 
and necessary, a copy of which has been duly filed with 
the North American Trust Company, the depositary. No 
tice of such filing is hereby given to the registered holders 
of certificates of deposit, each of whom will be deemed to 
have assented to the said changes unless within ten days 
from the mailing of this notice he shall have dissented 
therefrom and withdrawn his bonds 

“Enclosed herewith-is a copy of the plan and agreement 
as modified by the said proposed changes. 

“In the judgment of this committee, it is inexpedient to 
proceed with the execution of said original plan of April 
7, 1903, and the said original agreement of that date is

WILL INVESTIGATE. 


Attorney General Knox Has Decided 
to Look Into the “Paper Trust.” 





Messrs. Seitz, Norris and Hamlin, a Committee of News- 
paper Publishers, Make Complaint to Him and 
Give Him an Outline of the Evidence 
Sustaining Their Contention. 





WASHINGTON, April 26, 1904.—Attorney General Knox 
has decided to start an investigation as to the alleged 
combination of paper manufacturers, to determine whether 
the so called “Paper Trust” is violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

Mr. Knox today received a delegation of newspaper 
publishers consisting of Don Seitz, of the New York 
World; John Norris, of the New York Times, and Conde 
Hamlin, of the St. Paul Pioneer-Press, who gave him an 
outline of evidence which they claim to possess showing 
that the paper manufacturers exist as a combination in 
restraint of trade and that the manufacturers are com- 
mitting a violation of the Sherman law analogous to that 
which was found by the United States Supreme Court 
some years ago in the famous Addyston Pipe case. 

The Attorney General has more than once made the 
statement that the Department of Justice stands ready 
to investigate alleged cases of violation of the trust laws 
whenever evidence is presented in due form by trust- 
worthy persons, The publishers declared to Mr. sKnox 
today that the paper manufacturers have an agreement 
by which they divide territory among themselves, that 
they fix prices at an unreasonable and burdensome figure, 
and that their business is managed in violation of the 
laws regulating commerce between the States. 

The Attorney General explained to the committee the 
distinction between what could and what could not be 
accomplished under the Sherman act, and particularly the 
distinction the courts have drawn between combinations 
affecting production and combinations affecting interstate 
commerce directly. 

Yet, upon a showing of evidence which seemed to in 
dicate that a combination exists in the paper business 
whereby different paper manufacturers have agreed to 
reduce the supply of paper and to divide among them 
selves the territory of its consumption, the Attorney 
General stated that he would have an investigation made, 
and if it were found that this feature of the charges could 
be sustained he would institute appropriate proceedings 
to stop it. 


New Railroad in Beaver River District. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., April 26, 1904.—A meeting of the 
directors of the Lowville and Beaver River Railroad Com 
pany was held Thursday at Lowville and the route as sur 
veyed for the road adopted. The first instalment due from 
stockholders has been paid in and work will be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. The company has been incorporated 
to build a road only from Lowville to Croghan, but a big 
paper and pulp mill at High Falls, om Beaver River, is 
being talked of, and in the event of its being built the road 
will probably be extended 2 miles farther up the Beaver 
River. The new road will be a great benefit to the J. P 
Lewis and the Lewis & Slocum paper and pulp mills and 
other industries on the line and will, no doubt, lead to the 
starting of new industries on the Beaver River, which af 
fords an excellent water power. B,

The Velume of Business in Dollars and Cents Is Satistac- 
tory—More Urgent Call for News 
in the West.

“A little quiet for this time of year ” continues to be 
the report from nearly all the jobbing houses, while the 
mill men, on the other hand, persist im saying that busi- 
ness is very good with them. A few of the houses that 
make a specialty of manilas report an increased demand 
this week. Lithographic papers of all kinds are again 
moving, as the lithographers have returned to work after 
the lockout, which lasted over a month. The demand for 
building papers, which has been good for the past few 
weeks, continues to improve, as much building is now go- 
ing on throughout the country. In coated papers of all 
kinds the severe competition which has characterized the 
trade for a number of months still continues, with the re- 
sult that very low prices prevail. Tissues are holding 
firm at the old figures, although the demand for them is 
probably not as keen as it was earlier im the year. Screen- 
ings are’ said tobe very scarce, the reason being that manu- 
facturers are more careful about using their stock owing 
to the high price of sulphite. Instead of making screen- 
ings, the waste pulp is being worked over and run into 
the regular grades of manilas. The same spirit of economy 
has been practiced all winter in the mews mills, as side 
runs of news have been out of the market. What side 
runs have been made, together with all the waste of the 
machines, have been worked over again and run into news. 
In regard to news paper it is said this week that there is 
practically no change in the situation, that 2% cents is 
still the asking price, and that orders cannot be filled in- 
side of three weeks. Even at these terms it is stated that 
there is very little news to be had. The International Pa- 
per Company continues to refuse all mew business, as its 
contract obligations and the orders taken last winter ab- 
sorb its entire product. Some of the smaller news mills 
are said to be accepting orders at something less than 2% 
cents. In book and writing papers the situation continues 
firm, especially with the manufacturers. With the jobbers 
there is no great activity in either book or writings. All 
the mills making either kind of paper are evidently pretty 
well supplied with orders. The high cost of sulphite, soda, 
rags and the other raw materials prevents any lowering of 
the quotations, so the manufacturers report. The cheaper 
grades of manilas are said to be a little weak. In box 
boards the report from the Paper Products Company this 
week is that orders accumulated so well last week that 
all the mills selling through the company are running 
full this week.

Philadelphia Hears Rumors.

Puitapecpnia, April 26, 1904.—The quietness of trade, 
which both jobber and manufacturer alike experience, was 
enlivened this week by the rumors of great things to hap- 
pen in the near future or just at hand. Rumor has it that 
one of the three great paper combinations is reaching into 
the city to secure an interest-—-whether a controlling one or 
merely “an” interest is not specified—in one of the larger 
jobbing houses. And then it is also said that representa- 
tives of New England book mills, of which Maine was 
specified, are in the city endeavoring to secure orders by 
taking business at a price which will guarantee the con- 
tinued running of the mills. Another vague rumor sets 
forth that there is really to be a paper trade organization 
some time. 

On the surface there is little evidence of impending 
changes. Prices continue to be steadily held in book and 
wrapping papers, though the publishers are by no means 
busy, and the textile interests, the heaviest consumers of 
wrappings, as a class, outside the department stores, are 
almost idle. Jobbers are not complaining, however, for 
the paper business is by no means behind others in this 
period of general quietness. “Ordinarily we might com- 
plain,” said a jobber today, “but when we listen to the 
stories others have to tell we come to the opinion that the 
paper trade is not the worst to be in at this time.” 

The most active line just now is building paper. While, 
owing to labor troubles in the building trade, the demand 
is not as great as at similar periods of other years it con- 
tinues remarkably good. Prices are well maintained, even 
though there are rumors of cutting. E. R. G.

Prices 
have not changed materially for some time, but they have 
not been as good as they should have been. The industry 
has been the most active in this section for some time, and 
much interest centres in the coming straw crop. General 
trade had a decided setback during the past week, the 
volume of business having fallen off about 15 per cent. It 
is an unusual condition in this vicinity. The paper trade 
did not suffer es much as some other branches of business. 
Political talk has again disturbed the trade, strange as it 
may seem, though in the opinion of many this is consid- 
ered a mere excuse for actual conditions. Those manu- 
facturers whose expectations of an’ early and heavy spring 
business were dashed by weather conditions now perceive 
that it was simply the natural order of things, and that 
nothing on earth could have altered circumstances.

Silk from Cellulose.

This new silk is said 
to be as strong as natural silk, does not lose anything of 
it strength in water, is easily colored, soluble only in a 
few substances, as chloroform, phenol, and nitro benzole 
and shows a marvelous power of resistance against elec 
tricity, surpassing even voleanized gum in this respect 
The new artificial silk will, it is believed, be of enormous 
importance, especially for the Northern countries,

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WISCONSIN VALLEY LABOR. 


The Claim That Union Paper Makers Would Strike for the 
Short Hour System—A Manufacturer’s 
Idea of the Matter. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., April 25, 1904.—Local newspapers last 
week published an interview with an official of the Paper 
Makers’ Union, of Appleton, which was extensively copied 
and made a good deal of comment, in which the labor man 
claimed that the paper mill employees of the Wisconsin 
River Valley were organized, and that on May 1 they would 
strike for the short hour system, which has never been 
in vogue on the Wisconsin River. It was further alleged 
in the interview that if any disposition was manifested on 
the Fox River toward modifying the short hour system 
now in practice there, as it has been hinted in certain 
quarters that there might be, then a strike would be the 
result on this river as well. 

“You can make up your mind,” said a Wisconsin River 
manufacturer, whom I interrogated concerning the matter, 
“that this labor leader is talking very loud for the purpose 
of scaring the Fox River men into keeping silent on May 
1, when the contracts between the mills and the unions 
for the short hours expire and are subject to revision. I 
do not know of any labor organization in any of the mills 
on the Wisconsin River. If there were I should be pretty 
certain to know of it. The Wisconsin River manufacturers 
have handled the organized labor problem in a different 
way from the Fox River manufacturers, and there is a good 
understanding between them. If there should be a strike, 
the possibility of which I cannot conceive of, the Wiscon- 
sin River manufacturers would act as one man, and would 
be in much better condition to win out than they were be- 
fore at the time when they won out. You needn't have 
any fear that there will be trouble on the Wisconsin River 
May 1, or any other time in the immediate future.” 

Concerning the possibility of a change in working hours 
on the Fox River after May 1, absolutely nothing is known. 
The Kimberly & Clark Company is the only company tha! 
as contracts with its men expiring at that time, but other 
cmopanies would probably take advantage of its initia- 
tive, in case it should take any action. This company, 
how .ver, says, as it has for a number of weeks past, that 
the matter has not been taken up by the directors and 
that nothing can be said concerning it. The general opin‘on 
is that no change will be made in working hours May 1, 
but that everything will run along after that date exactly as 
it is doing now. Fox River. 


Paper Making Bankers Sentenced. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 25.—Justis L. Brodrick, presi- 
dent; W. L. Collins, cashier, and Walter Brown, a di- 
rector in the defunct Indiana National Bank, of Elkhart, 
were last week sentenced to prison for long terms by 
Judge Anderson, of the United States’ District Court. 

Brodrick was sentenced to the penitentiary for ten years. 
Collins was given six years, and Brown must serve eight 
years. Brodrick was also president of the Elkhart Paper 
Company, and Brown was president and manager of the 
Consolidated Paper and Bag Company and manager of the 
National Manufacturing Company, manufacturer of paper 
bag machines, &c. 

The bank failed on November 19, 1903, for $642,000, and 
the three were indicted for wrecking the institution. 

Brown was found indebted to the bank in the sum of 
$200,000. Brodrick was indicted on sixty-five counts charg- 
ing him with embezzlement, abstraction of notes, misappli- 
cation of funds, and making false entries to deceive the 
bank examiners as to the condition of the bank. Collins 
was indicted on the same charges. 

When arraigned in court here March 14 Collins pleaded 
guilty to all the charges of the indictment except that of 
embezzlement, which was nolled. On the following day 
Brodrick’s trial began, and after facing overwhelming evi- 
dence for eight days he entered a plea of guilty. Brown's 
trial was fought to the end, requiring fifteen days, when 
the jury returned a verdict of guilty on all counts except 
that of abstraction. 

An hour after the verdict was returned Brown collapsed 
with heart failure, and was near death for many days. He 
is a member of the Republican State committee from the 
Tenth district, and also of the staff of Governor Durbin. 





Christian Publishing Association Will Build. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 25, 1904.—Simultaneously with the 
demolition of the old United Brethren publishing plant at 
Fourth and Main streets, to give way to a fourteen story 
structure, comes the report that the Christian Publishing 
Association has bought the site at the southeast corner of 
Fifth and Ludlow streets for a reported consideration of 
$30,000, and that it will build thereon a modern publishing 
house. Some time ago the association disposed of its prop- 
erty on Sixth street to a railroad company, which tore the 


building down and used the ground for switching purposes, 
and since then all sorts of efforts have been made to settle 
in some Middle West city where national headquarters 
could be established. Then came the talk of merging the 
publishing interests with the United Brethren, but that 
died out and the Christian Association found itself com- 
pelled to buy a new site. It will erect a model publishing 
plant and many publications will be issued from it. Dr. 
Bolling, who sold the lot to the association, will build a 
structure in conjunction with the publishing firm, and the 
combined improvement will be one of great importance to 
Greater Dayton. The association alone will expend $50,- 
ooo. The plans are not quite completed, but it is the aim 
to erect the structure this spring, and it is evident that 
before another year rolls around Dayton will have two 
new, modern publishing plants, equal to the best in any of 
the metropolitan centres. A strong effort was made to 
remove the plant to Muncie, Ind., but Dayton’s prestige in 
the publishing world has been established. When the pro- 
posed merger of the United Brethren, Congregational and 
Methodist Protestant plants goes into effect next year this 
city will rank first, considering its size, in the publishing 
business of the country. 

The board of directors of the Christian World Publish- 
ing Company held its semi-annual meeting here last week 
and transacted considerable business. This is the publica- 
tion board of the Reformed Church, which has a large es- 
tablishment here. Five of the publications were shown to 
be in excellent shape. M. V. 


Suit Growing Out of Lumber Cutting Contract.

Watertown, N. Y., April 26, 1904.—A hearing was had 
last week at Gouverneur in the case of Adam, Lorenzo and 
Charles Holmes against Newton and H. G. Aldrich and 
Mrs. Myra Dean, as administratrix, an action brought to 
recover $40,000 for alleged breach of contract. The plain- 
tiffs for many years operated saw mills on the Oswegatchie 
River and cut into lumber logs furnished by the defendants 
at a specified price per 1,000 feet. In 1893 the plaintiffs, on 
the strength of a contract with the defendants to cut 4,000,- 
coo feet of lumber per year for five years, put in new ma- 
chinery and incurred much expense. After doing so the 
defendants, it is alleged, only provided about 2,000,000 feet 
of logs. It is alleged that in 1900 the firm of Aldrich, Dean 
& Aldrich agreed to compensate the plaintiffs for the losses 
sustained through failure in carrying out the terms of the 
old contract and also made a new contract for 1900, which 
they failed to live up to and besides appropriated machin- 
ery belonging to the plaintiffs. The defendants deny all 
the allegations of the plaintiffs in regard to the various 
deals and claim full payment has been made. The case 
was at first referred to Hon. John P. Badger, of Malone, 
but he resigned and Judge L. L. Shedden, of Plattsburg, 
was appointed. Kellogg & McCarthy, of Ogdensburg, are 
attorneys for the plaintiffs and Abbott & Dolan, of Gouver- 
neur, represent the defendants. B. 

Attempt to Revive the “Electric Mule.” 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 25, 1904.—There has becn consid- 
erable activity in State canal circles this week, and further 
conferences are to be held in the hope of disentangling the 
finances of the Miami and Erie Canal Transportation Com- 
pany. It is now conceded that no measure of relief will 
be passed by the Legislature and that the company, which 
was organized to benefit the paper mill men as much as 
any other class of patrons, but which was bitterly opposed 
by mill men when it was found that the company sought 
to divert its plans from water to rail transportation, will 
necessarily shift for itself. It is probable that the stock- 
holders will be assessed to save the system from complete 
annihilation. The Cleveland financiers have invested about 
$750,000 and the Cincinnatians furnished the balance. It wil! 
now be the aim to take the property out of the hands of the 
reccivers, one of whom is a paper manufacturer, and begin 
the transportation of materials from Cincinnati to a point 
near Dayton, as a means of continuing the company until 
the next Legislature convenes two years hence, when bet- 
ter results are hoped for. In the meantime mules will be 
busily pulling cargoes from one terminus of the Miami and 
Erie to the other heedless of the attempt to put theni out of 
business. M. V.

PAPER PRODUCTS COMPANY. 


In Order to Curtail Expenses High Salaried Men Are Dis- 
missed—C. W. Bell and W. S. Stedman, of the Sales 
Department, Are Relieved ef Their Positions. 





The desire for a curtailment in its expenses has forced 
the officials of the Paper Products Company to dispense 
with some of its high salaried employees. Action on this 
decision was taken on Tuesday of this week, when notice 
was served on C. W. Bell, manager of the sales depart- 
ment, and on W. S. Stedman, of the same department, 
that their services were no longer required. Both of these 
gentlemen leave the employ of the company at once. 

In explanation of the sudden enforced retirement of 
Messrs. Bell and Stedman, it is said that the officials of 
the company feel that the affairs of the company are now 
in such shape that they can get along without a few of the 
company’s high salaried men. No previous notice of the 
company’s intention was given either Mr. Bell or Mr. 
Stedman. What arrangement has been made to fill the 
vacant positions is not at yet known, still it is surmised 
that some of the men from the Chicago office of the com- 
pany will be brought East for that purpose. As it was 
decided on Monday of this week to close the Western 
office of the company, this can now be done. A. D. Wil- 
son and C. E. Kinnerman have been in charge of the 
Chicago office since the resignation of W. A. Bell, a few 
weeks ago. Mr. Bell resigned to go with the Graham 
Paper Company, of St. Louis. Previous to Mr. Bell’s 
management Ben J. Harter had been in charge of the 
Western division of the sales department. Mr. Harter 
resigned two months ago, owing to continued ill health. 
Since Mr. Harter’s resignation A. L. Beveridge, of the 
Beveridge Paper Company, of Indianapolis, Ind., has had 
the general management of the Western office, serving 
without compensation. 

Besides the desire of the officials of the Paper Products 
Company to curtail expenses, it is reported that other rea- 
sons led to the decision to save Mr. Bell’s salary of $12,000 
per year. This reason is said to be that certain Western 
manufacturers of box boards from the beginning of the 
Paper Products Company objected to placing their busi- 
ness in the hands of C. W. Bell. On the other hand Mr. 
Bell objected from the start to a division of the business 
of the Paper Products Company into Eastern and Western 
sales departments. His objection on this point was so 
strong that he declined for a time to accept the manage- 
ment of the sales department of the company. This di- 
vision of opinion has never been entirely forgotten, so it 
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is said, for when recently the directors of the company 
realized that it was not practicable or effective to continue 
the two offices, the Western manufacturers again interposed 
their objections to placing their business through C. W. 
Bell. The action just taken by the company in relieving 
Mr. Bell of his position is said to be in a measure due 
to an effort to conciliate the manufacturers referred to. 
Another cause for prejudice against Mr. Bell, it is said, 
has been his too loyal attitude toward the United Box 
Board and Paper Company, in whose services he was be- 
fore the Paper Products Company was organized. This 
prejudice was fostered no doubt by the fact that when the 
arrangement was made for Mr. Bell to go with the Paper 
Products Company, the United Box Board. and Paper 
Company agreed to pay him $2,000 per year in addition to 
the $10,000 to be paid by the former company if he would 
accept the management of the sales department of the new 
company. The officials of the United did this, so it is re- 
ported, to satisfy Mr. Bell, and to help the new selling 
agency to perfect its organization. 

For the present and until further notice to the trade the 
address of Mr. Bell will be his house, West Anderson 
street. Hackensack, N. J. Within a few weeks it is likely 
that Mr. Bell will open an office in New York. He is to 
continue in the board business, so it is said. 

In regard to the finances of the Paper Products Com- 
pany it was stated on authority that at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the company held on Monday it was 
decided to assess the stock of the company.

The Austrian Government has refused to grant an ex- 
port duty on raw wood, which has lately been strongly 
urged by Austrian pulp makers. 
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Ontario Votes a Loan to Lake Superior Company. 

Toronto, Canada, April 25.—The Ontario Legislature 
last Friday passed the Consolidated Lake Superior $2,000, 
000 loan guarantee bill by a vote of 46 to 43. 

The story about the United States Steel Corporation hav- 
ing interfered with the Soo people raising a loan in New 
York rallied members to the support of the bill and made 
its passage certain. The industries will start up again at 
once. 

As soon as the steel rail manufacturing begins a duty of 
$4 per ton will be imposed. This will prohibit the im- 
portation of American rails. 


Organization Will Be Completed at Once. 

MontrEAL, April 26, 1904.—President Warren, of the 
Consolidated Lake Superior Company, announces that the 
organization will be completed at once dnd that, not- 
withstanding the statements made in Parliament, the 
company would, with the Government loan, have suffi- 
cient working capital. General Manager Shields says that 
all the works will be ready to start between the roth and 
15th of May. The Speyer loan will be paid off at once. 





According to statements made in Wall Street yesterday, 
the first efforts of the reorganized Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior Company will be directed to completing the Al- 
goma Central Railway from its present terminus north- 
ward to a connection with the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 
This will give the steel works at the “Soo” good connec- 
tions with its ore mines and enable the company to begin 
operating its steel works, including the manufacture of 
rails. 

In this connection it is said that as soon as the Soo 
Company can produce rails at the rate of 50,000 tons a 
year the Dominion Government is said to stand ready to 
impose a tariff of $7 a ton upon all imported rails. The 
Canadian railroads now consume more than 100,000 tons 
of steel rails annually. 


A Pulp Thread Spool. 

New Haven, Conn., April 25, 1904.—A pulp spool to 
take the place of the large wooden thread spool in use in 
thread factories has just been invented by William L. Wil- 
liams, of Willimantic. For several years Mr. Williams has 
been working to get a spool which would stand the strain 
of the thread winding, which is now done by machinery, 
and which frequently pushes off the heads of the wooden 
spools now in use. 

The new spools are made from old newspapers and glu- 
tinous sizing under a pressure of 6,000 pounds to the inch. 
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NASHUA GLAZED PAPER PLANT. 


Will Carter, Rice & Co. Buy It?—It Is Reported That That 
Concern Has an Option On It—Investigation 
Now Going On. e 








[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Nasuua, N. H., April 25, 1904.—Carter, Rice & Co., pa- 
per dealers, of Boston, are reported to be considering a 
proposition to purchase the plant of the Nashua Card and 
Glazed Paper Company in this city. It is reported that the 
Boston house has an option on the property in question, 
and that the matter will be decided very shortly. It is un- 
derstood that if it purchases, the Boston house will con- 
tinue the business and also add a department for the man- 
ufacture of gummed paper. An architect has been look- 
ing over the plant for Carter, Rice & Co., and last week 
J. Richard Carter, the senior member of Carter, Rice & 
Co., was here and had a long conference with Treasurer 
Currier, of the Card and Glazed Paper Company, and also 
with city officials with a view to tax exemptions. 

The Nashua Card and Glazed Paper Company was in- 
corporated July 6, 1866, and has a capital of $175,000. An 
average of abovt 100 hands is kept constantly employed, 
and the weekly pay roll is over $900. The annual business 
of the company is upward of $400,000. All kinds of card- 
board, coated and glazed papers are manufactured. 

The industry is one of the oldest, as well as the most 
stable in the city. Operations were begun in a small way 
in 1849, and before the time of the incorporation several 
changes were made in the firm name. For years the com- 
pany operated on Pearson avenue. 

About a decade ago, owing to increased business, one of 
the most extensive and efficient, as well as one of the 
largest, plants in the country was erected on Franklin 
street. 

The building is three stories high with basement, 
318 feet long and 65 feet in width. There are two wings, 
each 80 feet in depth and 35 feet in width. A 250 horse 
power engine furnishes the motive power and the ma- 
chinery in all departments is of the latest and most modern 
design. 

George Byron Chandler, of Manchester, is president of 
the company; Dr. George W. Currier is treasurer, and

Rapid Growth in Chicago. 
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Under the fostering influence of a trade union agreement 
Frank Gilycki, an employee of the Economy Metal Edge 
Box Company, has accomplished the unique feat of adding 
two years to his age in two weeks and involving the Box 
Makers’ Union and the Paper Box Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation in a serious controversy. 

When the union and the association signed a wage agree- 
ment last June Frank was under seventeen years and was 
to receive from $4.50 to $6 per week. Two weeks ago he 
had a birthday and graduated into the “over seventeen 
class,” with wages from $8 to $10 per week. After he had 
been paid these wages for two weeks the firm decided that 
it did not need him any longer, as there was no room for 
an extra worker in the class. The union declared that the 
boy was not superannuated. J. F. Greene, the business 
agent, asserted that he was-only nineteen years old. 

“What!” exclaimed Secretary Thompkins, of the Paper 
Box Manufacturers’ Association. “He was sixteen last 
June, two weeks ago he was seventeen, and now he is 
nineteen. Boys don’t age as fast as that in a paper box 
factory.” 

The boy now faces the dilemma of either being sixteen 
and receiving child’s pay or being nineteen and being dis- 
charged. The dispute will be submitted to arbitration.

Swedish Forests’ Yield. 


C. E. Sontum, of Christiania, reports that one of the 
largest forest owners in Sweden recently gave it as his 
opinion that the Swedish forests would not be able to con- 
stantly yield so large quantities of wood as in recent 
years. His main reason for this belief was that the forests 
of very big trees, when cut, did not contain any under- 
growth of small trees. In the long run these forests would 
yield more wood in cubic measurement until the big trees 
were taken out, but for a long period after that they could 
yield nothing.

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Concerning “ Dead” Advertisements, 

In the understanding .of publishers of newspapers and 
other periodicals “dead” advertisements are advertisements 
that are kept in the paper after they have been ordered 
discontinued, and when it is known that they will not be 
paid for. This is the usual understanding, but there is 
another kind of “dead” advertisements; namely, those that 
are inserted without being ordered, the publisher taking 
chances on their being paid for. Still a third kind is what 
may be called the “half dead” advertisements, by which is 
meant the advertisements which, when a quarter page is 
ordered and paid for, are put in a half page space, while 
the 2 or 3 inch advertisement paid for is expanded to a 
quarter page. 

It would greatly surprise both readers and advertising 
patrons to know how many of these three classes of “dead” 
advertisements, especially of the class first mentioned, are 
run in journals that make a great show of size and pros- 
perity. It would seem at first glance that no man of either 
self respect or common sense would give “something for 
nothing” in this way; but there are several motives—mis- 
taken, we believe, but intelligible—that lead to the practice. 

In the first place, the publisher fears that the loss of a 
conspicuous advertisement may lead other advertisers to 
discontinue or to reduce their space, while, on the other 
hand, a big display of advertising may induce other ad- 
vertisers to come in. 

In the second place, if a publisher gets the notion in his 
head that the size of a paper makgs a persuasive impres- 
sion upon readers and advertisers, independent of quality, 
he is reluctant to leave out advertisements, even though 
they are “dead,” if as a result of doing so he must reduce 
the number of pages in his paper. He foolishly fears that 
the reduction of size will be noticed, and that this may 
make the impression that business is falling off, and that 
this impression will injure his chances of getting other 
and additional business. 

Whatever the reasons for doing so, it cannot be doubted 
that the carrying of “dead” advertisements is a deception 
and a fraud. If its aim is to impress possible advertisers 
by a display of much advertising already in the paper, it 
is a conscious fake. But the worst imposition is upon the 
advertisers who pay. Think of the advertiser who in good 
faith is paying hundreds of dollars for his advertisement, 
while another advertiser, perhaps a direct competitor, is 
The 
paying advertiser is actually helping, im such a case, to 
pay the cost of his competitor’s publicity.

teemed contemporaries, especially by one of them. Infor- 
mation regarding them has come to it from various sources. 
Some of it has been furnished (not always intentionally) 
by advertisers themselves. Some of it has been gathered 
by representatives of Tae Paper Trape JourNAL while en- 
gaged in their work. Some of it is based on circum- 
stantial evidence which we are now verifying. When we 
have verified this evidence and have reason to believe that 
the list is approximately complete we propose to print it 
pro bono publico. 


The White Mountain Project. 


From time to time THe Paper Trape Journat has 
printed the news as to the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany, and only recently we stated that the company was 
to be reorganized. That our statement was in exact ac- 
cordance with the fact is shown by the amended plan, a 
synopsis of which we print on the first reading page of 
this issue. The course of events will be the foreclosing 
of the mortgage on the property of the shortlived and 
now defunct company, and the turning of it over to an 
entirely new organization. This new organization will 
operate the paper mill, but will contract with a subsidiary 
company for the operation of the wood preparing and pulp 
producing plants. Settlements havé been made with pro- 
testing bondholders, and it is officially stated that there is 


now nothing in the way of a complete reorganization of 


the concern. 

The new company, by whoever it is controlled, has cer- 
tainly a “horrible example” before it -by which to profit. 
If the lesson has been learned, the new company and the 


old plant, equipped and put in working order, may yet be 
live factors in the production of book and news paper. 

In its judgment of the outcome of the old company’s 
operations the trade was correct, for from the start the 
majority of men connected with the manufacturing of pa 
per, and expressing an opinion on the matter, predicted the 
collapse which finally occurred. The industry has not yet 
had opportunity to judge of the new plan, and the genera! 
opinion as to it is therefore not known. 


There are stories told about the many valuables found in 
rags and paper stock by employees of paper mills. Sonx 
of them are true, but some others, while interesting and 
sometimes amusing, are not founded on fact. A Boston 
daily in talking about the “fortunes found in rubbish,’ 
says: 

“Hardly a week passes when such finds are not made. 
The richest haul yet recorded, which, while it sounds like 
a tale from fairyland, yet is absolutely true, is that of an 
Irish laborer, who discovered a diamond earring valued at 
$250. On having it examined by a connoisseur, and learn- 
ing its worth, he was so overwhelmed by his wonderful 
luck that he afterward said, in telling the story, ‘I'll go 
back and find his mate,’ and sure enough he did. In 
pulling over the rubbish that it was his daily work to feed 
into the engines, the glistening diamond, in its setting oi 
gold, revealed itself to the bulging eyes of the speechless 
lrishman. ‘Sure,’ he said, on recovering his breath, ‘such 
luck never befell me before.’ The diamonds were in per- 
fect condition, and the new owner sold them for $500.” 

The Irishman and the Boston paper are certainly en- 
titled to divide honors evenly. They each made a record.

ishing and matching and testing lake pigments. It is 
bound in cloth, contains 135 pages, is illustrated by fifteen 
plates, and the price is $3.

Attorney General Knox had a visit from Messrs. Seitz, 
Norris and Hamlin, a committee of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, on Tuesday. The commit- 
tee told the Attorney General how the paper makers, who 
devoted their energies to manufacturing the white paper 
which the publishers use, had combined to do violence to 
the publishers’ pocketbooks, dividing up the territory and 
customers, so that the latter could not “work” one paper 
mill against another. The Attorney General promised that 
if on investigation he found that the paper makers had 
agreed to reduce production and had divided up the terri- 
tory of consumption as charged, he would institute appro- 
priate proceedings to stop their nefarious practices. Mean- 
time white paper is scarce and the price is strong at a high 
level. 


There is talk of labor troubles in Wisconsin, and per- 
haps that talk is founded more on the hope of some people 
that there will be such disturbances rather than on any 
facts. The contract that governs both employers and em- 
ployees in the Fox River Valley is about to expire by its 
own limftations, and it looks as though someone was 
predicting dissensions because of that not only in the region 
covered by that contract but also in the Wisconsin River 
Valley. Wisdom has not been thrown to the winds as yet. 
It is not expected that it will be, and the probabilities are 
that if any differences should arise they will be adjusted 
in a cool, deliberate, businesslike way. 


The building of wide, fast running machines has of 
course produced a call for wider wires and wider felts. 
Up to date that demand has been supplied, but indica- 
tions point to the fact that the installation of wide ma- 
chines has gone along faster than has the production of 
wide wires. This fact is brought out now by reason of 
a new consumer of Fourdrinier wires, who is now in the 
market and who uses a little wider wire than anyone else. 
Our wire manufacturers, however, will readily remedy the 
difficulty, for if there is the demand the capacity of mak- 
ing wide wires will undoubtedly be promptly increased.

Reinterment of Paul J. Sorg’s Remains, 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 25, 1904.—The remains of the late 
Paul J. Sorg, the Middletown paper manufacturer and 
philanthropist, were disinterred in Woodside last week, 
after reposing in the cemetery for nearly two years. Much 
to the surprise of all, the features were found to have but 
slightly changed in that length of time. The body was 
placed in one of the crypts of the handsome mausoleum 
which has just been finished at a cost of about $30,000. 
On the side of the crypt is carved: “Paul J. Sorg. 
1840—1902.” The structure was built by a New York firm 
out of solid granite and the interior is lined throughout with 
marble. It contains sixteen crypts. Only the widow and 
a few immediate friends were present when the body was 
disinterred. The bronze metallic casket was encased in a 
steel burglar proof vault and it was necessary to cut the 
rivets to get the coffin out.

Changes in Swedish Su!phite Works. 

Lonvon, England, April 16, 1904.—A syndicate has ac- 
quired the majority of shares in the Billerud and Slotts- 
bron Companies, sulphite manufacturers, Sweden. The 
announcement is made that Mr. Lindstedt will seek retire- 
ment. Billerud, the older of the two factories, was founded 
early in 1880 by Messrs. Folin and G. T. Lindstedt. The 
latter was at that time manager of the company, and Mr. 
Folin the engineer. Mr. Folin shortly afterward identified 
himself with the establishment of the Storviks Sulphite 
Aktiebolag. Mr. Linstedt, encouraged by the good results 
obtained at Billerud, took a leading part in forming the 
Slottsbrons Sulphite Aktiebolag. Both works have an an- 
nual production of some 20,000 tons of pulp. The share 
capital of the Billeruds Aktiebolag is 800,000 kronor, and 
that of the Slottsbrons Sulphite Aktiebolag 600,000 kronor. 
‘The majority of the shares, which stand considerably above 
par, has been taken up by a syndicate in Gothenburg, the 
transaction being arranged by the Gothenburg Bank Aktie- 
bolag. James G. Calvert, engineer, has been appointed 
manager of both works, and the firm of J. A. Kjellberg & 
Son, in Gothenburg, will undertake the sale of the mills’ 
production. The rumors as to the establishment of a paper 
mill in connection with the works are without foundation. 


Paper for Decalcomania. 

In preparing paper to be used in the art of transferring 
pictures and designs to china, glass, marble, &c., some 
improvements are claimed by E. Seidel, of Maulburg, 
Duchy of Baden. In many industries, especially that of 
pottery, he says hand designing is replaced by decalco- 
mania on the smallest plane surfaces, curves and projec- 
tions. It is pointed out that the paper for this purpose 
must be thin, and of weight not exceeding 30 to 35 
grammes per square metre. Paper generally used for 
this purpose is unsuitable, as a thin unsized tissue paper 
will not support the ground charge nor allow printing 
in a number of colors. Mr. Seidel introduces a light 
unsized tissue furnished with a firm foundation of sized 
paper closely united, so that the tissue paper will be able 
to support working and pressure in the press. The 
foundation paper allows, it is claimed, a separation of the 
printed paper without causing the least injury to the de- 
sign, which alone remains fixed on the porcelain object.

Some Evidence Brought Out Before the Colonization Com- 
missien—The Experience of the Maclaren Company 
—Objected te Paying Twice fer Timber Cuttings. 








Monrreat, Canada, April 25, 1904.—The unsatisfactory 
manner in which the Crown lands of the Province are ad- 
ministered, often to its serious loss, is strikingly illustrated 
in the evidence taken by the Colonization Commission at 
Hull, says the Gazette. The Maclaren Company has ex- 
tensive limits in the Ottawa district. A few years ago the 
company decided to erect a pulp and paper mill at Bucking- 
ham. Mr. Vallillee, the manager of the company, went to 
Quebec and saw Mr. Parent, telling him what it was pro- 
posed to do. On the assurance that the company would be 
protected in its raw materials the company erected a pulp 
mill at a cost of $325,000. Before beginning the erection 
of the paper mill the company discovered to its astonish- 
ment that large areas had been taken out of the limits 
for which it had paid and turned over to a department at 
Quebec, known as the Works and Colonization Depart- 
ment. The result of this transfer was to open this area for 
colonization and to deprive the Maclaren Company of the 
assurance of its raw material supply. It was not long be- 
fore the company found out that it was at the mercy of 
unscrupulous men. The provincial regulations provide 
that before giving out location tickets land agents are 
obliged to take a declaration from the intending settler that 
he is not purchasing the lot merely for the purpose of cut- 
ting the timber, and to give notice every month to the hold- 
ers of timber licenses of all sales of land included in their 
limits. It was on April 2, 1901, that a portion of the 
Maclaren limits in the township of Montminy were opened 
to settlement. On April 15, at the instance of C. B. Ma- 
jor, who represents Ottawa in the Legislature, F. A. 
Christin, Crown lands agent, issued location tickets to 
several parties for lots in these limits. Christin, it is said, 
neglected, as his duties provide, to secure the declaration of 
a bona fide settler, and also to inform the Maclaren Com- 
pany of the sale of these lots, so that the company went 
ahead and cut timber upon them. Not only this, but 
through the delay the company lost its right of protesting 
against the issue of these tickets. As a result of the Mac- 
laren Company cutting timber on these lots claims for 
damages were preSented against it fora large amount, 
nearly $2,000. Suit was entered, and the company deter- 
mined to settle with those parties whom it found were 
in good faith, and who had actually suffered loss. It was 
then that the company made the interesting discovery that 
some of these parties did not exist and apparently never 
had existed. The company endeavored to secure the can- 
cellation of the location tickets, but Mr. Major objected. 
In March, 1903, a new party appeared on the scene. He 
was Noe Landry, a game warden, in the employ of the 
Province. He produced transfers of the rights and claims 
of the parties named on the tickets to himself. Mr. Major 
became active on his behalf. An attempt was made to in- 
duce Mr. Parent to force the company to pay damages to 
Landry, and when the company declined to do this, he, 
Mr. Major, on behalf of Landry, pressed for the payment 
of disbursements alleged to have been made by the original 
ticket holders, amounting to about $700. This was after the 
Government had canceled the claims. Previously, Mr. 
Vallillee, the manager of the company, had, according to 
his evidence, been approached by Mr. Major, with the 
proposition that the company should advance the money to 
clear off the land, and make the improvements necessary 
to obtain the patent, the company to be reimbursed by the 
timber, which it would secure free of provincial dues. This 
offer was refused, as Mr. Vallillee was convinced that the 
timber already belonged to the company. Matters were 
in this stage when the commission met at Hull, in Feb- 
ruary last, and the company set out to prove that an at- 
tempt had been made to illegally deprive it of its rights. 
This was not difficult. The evidence presented was clear. 
It was so clear that finally, when Landry was put upon the 
stand and asked questions regarding the identity of the 
original ticket holders, and their transfer to him of their 
claims, he declined to answer on the ground that by so 
doing he might incriminate himself. He failed to appear 
at the last sitting of the commission, but made a declara- 
tion before the Crown lands officer at Hull in which he ad- 
mitted that there had been irregularities in securing the 
location tickets for the lots in question, but that they had 
not been committed for his own benefit but for that of 
certain people in Ottawa County, and that he had been 
merely the instrument of others. Mr. Major, when these 
facts had been established, made a declaration before the 
secretary of the commission at Quebec, in which he de- 
clared that he had always acted in good faith, believing 
that the parties really existed, and only as a lawyer in 
behalf of his clients. There the matter now rests. 

As a result, and as a result of what is possible under the 
present manner of doing business in the Crown Lands De- 
partment, the Province has been deprived of an im- 


portant industty. In his evidence before the commission 
Mr. Vallillee swore that it was the intention of the com- 
pany, had it been guaranteed the possession of the limits in 
which it had acquired an interest, to build a paper mill at 
a cost of $750,000, equip it with a working capital of $250,- 
ooo, and furnish employment to about 1,200 men. 


British Imports and Exports of Paper. 


It is encouraging to find that the total value of foreign 
supplies of paper during the first quarter of the year shows 
a shrinkage compared with the corresponding period of 
last year, the respective amounts being 41,218,212 and 
£1,221,515, says the World’s Paper Trade Review. On the 
other hand, the exports of paper, amounting to £469,581, 
show a comparative increase of £32,910. The loss in regard 
to imports is solely owing to a falling off in the demand 
for straw, mill, and wood pulp boards. Taking unprinted on 
reels, the value during the last three months was £212,459, 
or £14,218 better tham a year ago; unprinted not on reels, 
£640,649, an advance of £20,587; printed paper, £133,577, 
an increase of £2,812; but in regard to straw, mill and wood 
pulp boards, a loss is shown of £49,920, the comparative 
values for the first three months of this and the preceding 
year being £231,527 ard £281,447. The principal countries 
supplying the British market with unprinted paper on reels 
are Sweden, participating to the extent of 37 per cent. of 
the total value; Norway, nearly 25 per cent. and the 
United States over 15 per cent. The supplies of unprinted 
on reels by Germany, Holland and Belgium amount to less 
than 16 per cent. of the total. Sweden and Norway also 
figure prominently in the shipments of unprinted paper not 
on reels to the United Kingdom, the former’s participation 
amounting to nearly 21 per cent. of the total, and Norway’s 
to over 18 per cent. The shipmenfS of Germany, Holland 
and Belgium of unprinted paper not on reels amount to 
nearly 43% per cent., while those of the United States fall 
below 5% per cent. Compared with the corresponding 
three months of last year, the reeled paper received from 
Sweden shows an increase of £12,284, and unprinted not 
on reels an increase of £12,398. Norwegian supplies of 
reeled paper fell off by £487, but unprinted paper not on 
reels increased to the extent of £29,843. Reeled paper from 
Germany, Holland and Belgium gives a comparative ad- 
vance of £1,145, but unprinted paper not on reels shows a 
loss.of £232. The receipts from the United States show a 
heavy decline, that _im reeled paper amounting to £2,647, 
and unprinted not on reels to £5,275. Im regard to printed 
paper supplied to the British market, the receipts from 
Belgium amount to over 40 per cent. of the total value, 
while Holland was responsible for nearly 21 per cent.; 
Germany, 19 per cent., and France and the United States, 
9 per cent. each. The most noticeable feature in regard to 
the statistics covering printed paper is the falling off in the 
shipments from Belgium to the amount of £12,267, com- 
pared with the corresponding three months of the last year; 
all other countries increased the value of their exports to 
the British market. 

The exports of British paper during the first quarter 
of this year comprised £295,517 worth of writings, print- 
ings and envelopes; an increase of £6,987 compared with 
the corresponding period of last year; hangings, £70,075, 
an increase of £5,646; bags, £7,256, a decline of £951, and 
other descriptions, £96,733, an advance of £21,128. The 
shipments of writings, printings and envelopes to Australia 
during the last three months amounted to 21 per cent. of 
the total value; to East Indies, over 17 per cent.; to South 
Africa, over 14 per cent.; to New Zealand, nearly 9 per 
cent.; to France, over 7 per cent.; to Canada, nearly 4 
per cent., and to United States, 2 per cent. It is satisfac- 
tory to notice an improvement in the buying capacity of 
Australia, the increase in the value of writings, printings 
and envelopes amounting to £10,530 compared with the first 
three months of last year. Exports to the East Indies 
have also been on a larger scale, the increase being £9,456. 
New Zealand bought more largely to the amount of 
£4,023, and Canada to the extent of £3,027. Business, un- 
fortunately, with South Africa has declined, the compara- 
tive loss during the last three months in writings, ‘print- 
ings and envelopes alone being £17,968, while French pur- 
chases fell off £2,776, and the demand for the United 
States eased off to the amount of £2,646. In other descrip- 
tions of paper (not including hangings and bags) Aus- 
tralia is again the largest buyer, with 18% per cent. of the 
total value; followed by the East Indies, with 13% per 
cent.; South Africa, 12% per cent.; France, 9% per cent.; 
United States, nearly 9 per cent.; New Zealand, over 4 per 
cent., and Canada, 3 per cent. All countries bought more 
largely. of other descriptions of paper during the last three 
months, with the exception of South Africa, and the ship- 
ments to that country show a loss of £3,453 compared with 
the corresponding period of 1903. 


The directors of the Anglo-Sicilian Sulphur Company, 
Limited, have declared an interim dividend on the prefer- 
ehce shares at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum for the 
half year to January 31, 1904. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 


A strike is reported at the mills in Podgosa, near Gorz 
belonging to the Actien Gesellschaft Leykam-Josephsthal 

The Swedish Riksdag has passed, by 215 votes to 148 
the bill imposing an ad valorem duty of 15 per cent. o1 
electrical machinery. 


The Vereinigte Bautzener Papier Fabriken announce a 
dividend of 8 per cent., and the Freiberger Papierfabrik zu 
Weissenbron, Saxony, 11 per cent. 

A contract is reported to have been placed by a firm in 
Falun, Sweden, for two American paper making ma- 
chines. One will be shipped in May and the other in 
August. : 

On the occasion of his silver wedding, Heinrich 
Schreller, of Duren, Germany, of the paper making firm oi 
Heinrich August Schreller Sohne, made a contribution of 
50,000 marks to the workmen’s benevolent fund. 

The working of the German Printing Paper Makers’ 
Syndicate has not given complete satisfaction, and the 
question as to whether it should be continued was recentl; 
discussed. It was subsequently decided to continue for 
another year under present terms, and in the meanwhile 
discuss desirable alterations. 

According to the business reports for 1903 out of twenty- 
eight public companies in the Russian paper trade only 
thirteen paid dividends, ten worked without profits and five 
with loss. _The dividends gave an average of 3 per cent. 
on the share capital. It is believed that those mills which 
are in private possession have shown much better results. 

German wall paper makers are looking to the British 
market for an imereased demand for their product. The 
English combination’s»prices, even if reduced, allow, it is 
said, a favorable opening, and to meet the requirements of 
British consumers the size of German reels has been al- 
tered from 18 inches by 9 yards to 22 inches by 13 yards. 
It is stated that at present the price of German wall papers 
is about 30 per cent. below that of the English. 


The Viul mechanical pulp mill, Norway, has been totally 
destroyed by fire. The mill was situated about half way 
between Honefos and Randsfjord. The Viul estate was 
owned for many years by the Haugan family, and O. 
Haugan built the mill in 1892. It was one of the finest 
mills in Europe, having a water power of over 3,000 horse 
power. A company was formed to acquire the property 
in 1893, and the principal shareholders were Anton Bom- 
men and Alfred Bommen, of Christiania. The annual 
output was from 15,000 to 20,000 tons, and the works gave 
employment to over 100 hands. The brand—Viul, Nor- 
way—was well known in many paper mills. It may be 
noted that this is the second mechanical pulp mill which 
has been destroyed by fire within two months in Norway. 

According to Das Papierfach, published in St. Peters- 
burg, the importation of Finnish paper into Russia has 
greatly increased, the amount in 1854 being 7,800 poud, 
and in 1902, 2,672,000 poud. Finnish manufacturers enjoy 
an ample wood and water supply, and low duties on ma- 
chinery and raw materials. The increase in the Russian 
imports induced the Government to impose a duty on [i.- 
nish paper, and this is still in force, but, instead of check 
ing imports, it only put Finnish makers on their metal, 
and enabled them to save .the duty in improved methods 
and various economies. It is stated that the enormous 
water power in Finland is one of the great advantages 
possessed by pulp and paper makers. There are 793 water- 
falls, giving 2,800,000 horse power. Of these sixty-eight 
falls are at present made use of (giving 311,000 horse 
power) by seventy-four paper and pulp mills.

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THE MEXICAN PAPER COMBINATION 


It Is Known as the San Rafael Paper Company, Embraces 
Four Mills and Is Capitalized at $5,000,000— 
Millis Will Be Improved. 


Crry or Mexico, Mexico, April 18, 1904.—The San Rafael 
Paper Company now owns and operates four paper mills 
here, the San Rafael, the Progreso, the Pena Pobre and the 
3elen. It has a capital stock of $5,000,000, in 50,000 shares 
of a par value of $100 each. The moving spirits in this 
combination are Thomas Braniff and José Sanchez Ramos, 
who are also interested in financial and railroad enterprises. 

New machinery has been purchased in Germany by the 
company and, it is stated, in about two months the capacity 
and production of the company will be doubled. A general 
overhauling of the machinery of the four mills is about to 
be made, and when this is completed, and the new ma- 
chinery installed the management declares the production 
of paper of all grades will be sufficient to satisfy all needs. 
A considerable portion of the machinery of the Santa 
Teresa mill, also bought by the combination, will be trans- 
ferred to the Progreso, which will be employed in the 
manufacture of the finer grades of paper. The capacity of 
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all the mills will be from 40 to §0 toris of papef per day. 
Instead of closing down any of the mills and curtailing 
production, it is stated, the policy of the company will be 
to meet every demaiid upon it for stock of all kinds in 
the paper line, and the price, it is declared, will be, if any- 
thing, cheaper than at present. M. F. 


Compound of Acetyle and Cellulose. 


By the action of acetyle chloride at a low temperature 
on the compound obtained by the mixture of hydrated cel- 
lulose with a solution of zinc or magnesium acetate and 
heating at 110° C., a derivative of the acetyle of cellulose is 
produced, says La Revue des Produits Chimiques. This, 
dissolved in chloroform, can be obtained in the form of 
transparent pellicles or leaves. The same or a similar 
combination is procured by another process, by the action 
of the anhydride of acetic acid, in the presence of sul- 
phuric acid, on hydrated cellulose, obtained, according to 
Cirard, at as low a temperature as possible. 

By a slower and more tranquil reaction a combination of 
acetyle of cellulose is produced, when acetic anhydride is 
caused to react with the hydrated cellulose in the presence 
of phosphoric acid. Instead of the ortho-phosphoric acid, 
pyro-phosphoric acid, meta-phosphoric acid, or the anhy- 
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dride of phosphoric acid may be employed. The hydrated 
cellulose obtained by the Cirard process, and completely 

freed from sulphuric acid by careful washing, receives a - 
triple or quadruple quantity of the anhydride of acetic acid 
to which has been added 1 per cent. of ortho-phosphori: 
acid. The mixture is afterward heated on the water bath 
so long as its consistency allows, stirring until it reaches 
40° or 50° C., so as to obtain a tenacious gelatinous prod 
uct. When the reaction is terminated, the acetylized com 
bination is separated by the addition of water, washed and 
dried. 

This compound is readily dissolved in chloroform, and 
on the evaporation of the solvent it appears in the forn 
of flexible transparent leaves, or of a transparent mass 
When, instead of ortho-phosphoric acid, phosphoric acid

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THE MEXICAN PAPER COMBINATION 


It Is Known as the San Rafael Paper Company, Embraces 
Four Mills and Is Capitalized at $5,000,000— 
Mills Will Be Improved. 


Crry or Mexico, Mexico, April 18, t904.—The San Rafael 
Paper Company now owns and operates four paper mills 
here, the San Rafael, the Progreso, the Pena Pobre and the 
Belen. It has a capital stock of $5,000,000, in 50,000 shares 
of a par value of $100 each. The moving spirits in this 
combination are Thomas Braniff and José Sanchez Ramos, 
who are also interested in financial and railroad enterprises. 

New machinery has been purchased in Germany by the 
company and, it is stated, in about two months the capacity 
and production of the company will be doubled. A general 
overhauling of the machinery of the four mills is about to 
be made, and when this is completed, and the new ma- 
chinery installed the management declares the production 
of paper of all grades will be sufficient to satisfy all needs. 
A considerable portion of the machinery of the Santa 
Teresa mill, also bought by the combination, will be trans- 
ferred to the Progreso, which will be employed in the 


manufacture of the finer grades of paper. The capacity of 


all the mills will be from 40 to §0 toris of papef per day. 
Instead of closing down any of the mills and curtailing 
production, it is stated, the policy of the company will be 
to meet every demand upon it for stock of all kinds in 
the paper line, and the price, it is declared, will be, if any- 
thing, cheaper than at present. M. F. 


Compound of Acetyle and Cellulose. 


By the action of acetyle chloride at a low temperature 
on the compound obtained by the mixture of hydrated cel- 
lulose with a solution of zine or magnesium acetate and 
heating at 110° C., a derivative of the acetyle of cellulose is 
produced, says La Revue des Produits Chimiques. This, 
dissolved in chloroform, can be obtained in the form of 
transparent pellicles or leaves. The same or a_ similar 
combination is procured by another process, by the action 
of the anhydride of acetic acid, in the presence of sul- 
phuric acid, on hydrated cellulose, obtained, according to 
Cirard, at as low a temperature as possible. 

By a slower and more tranquil reaction a combination of 
acetyle of cellulose is produced, when acetic anhydride is 
caused to react with the hydrated cellulose in the presence 
of phosphoric acid. Instead of the ortho-phosphoric acid, 
pyro-phosphoric acid, meta-phosphoric acid, or the anhy-

dride of phosphoric acid may be employed. The hydrated 
cellulose obtained by the Cirard process, and completely 
freed from sulphuric acid by careful washing, receives 
triple or quadruple quantity of the anhydride of acetic acid 
to which has been added 1 per cent. of ortho-phosphori 
acid. The mixture is afterward heated on the water bat! 
so long as its consistency allows, stirring until it reach« 
40° or 50° C., so as to obtain a tenacious gelatinous prod 
uct. When the reaction is terminated, the acetylized con 
bination is separated by the addition of water, washed and 
dried. 

This compound is readily dissolved in chloroform, and 
on the evaporation of the solvent it appears in the forn 
of flexible transparent leaves, or of a transparent mas:

PAPER.—Market conditions continue practically un- 
changed. In the jobbing trade business is rather quiet, 
although a few of the houses that make a specialty of 
Manilas report an active demand. On the whole, however, 
all grades of paper are in rather slow demand for. this sea- 
son. But while it is somewhat quiet in the distributing 
trade, the manufacturing situation still continues fairly 
firm. All the mills are evidently busy, as there is as yet 
no great stir to gather in new orders. Some of the mills 
making low grade Manilas are said to be seeking new busi- 
ness. In the Wood Manilas, therefofe, there is said to be 
some weakness. In the better grades the market is firm. 
All kinds of lithographic papers are again moving, owing 
to the return of the men to work last week after a month’s 
lockout. The demand for these papers has helped the 
market situation considerably. Screenings are reported 
scarce and firm in price. News paper from all accounts is 
just about as scarce and high in price as it has been for 
the past month. The manufacturers say that the full pro- 
duction of the mills is being absorbed by the customers 
already on their books, and that they are unable to take on 
any new business. Some of the smaller News mills are 
accepting orders for delivery within a few weeks at fig- 
ures below the price, 2%c., asked by the large News com- 
panies. Tissues continue in good demand at the old prices. 
Book papers are strong, especially with the manufacturers. 
With the jobbers the demand for both Book and Writing 
papers is reported as being somewhat more quiet than it 
should be at this season. Both Book and Writings are 
unchanged in price. Boards have been in such slow de- 
mand for the past few weeks that the mills have been or- 
dered closed from the 16th to May 2. We quote:

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DETAILS OF TORONTO FIRE. 


How the Paper, Stationery and Publishing Trades Suffered 
—Great Quantities of Books, Paper and Stationery De- 
stroyed—Loss Will Probably Exceed $2,500,000. 





[PROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, April 25,  1904—Toronto’s big fire, 
with a total estimated loss of $13,000,000, did particular 
damage to the paper, stationery and publishing trades of 
Canada. The loss of these trades will probably exceed 
$2,500,000. Toronto is not only the Leipsic of Canada, 
controlling the book publishing trade, but it is also the 
centre of the manufacturing stationery business, the great 
bulk of the blank books, envelopes, blotters, scribblers and 
the like being manufactured here. Probably three-fourths 
of all the school books used in the Provinces and Territories 
of Canada have been hitherto manufactured within a radius 
of a few hundred yards. It was this concentration of the 
stationery and publishing business in one part of Toronto 
among the wholesale dry goods houses that caused such 
complete destruction in this trade by the fire. In this line 
only three big houses were unscorched, while only one of 
the largest wholesale dry goods houses escaped. The fire 
had only been going a few minutes when it extended to 
the magnificent six story structure of Brown Brothers, 
manufacturing stationers. Next door was that of Ralph, 
Smith & Co., lithographers, both on Wellington street. 
Under the high wind the flames were driven back through 
these buildings to the great establishments of the W. J. 
Gage Company and the Copp-Clark Company, school book 
publishers and general stationers, and to the big, handsome 
printing house of Warwick Brothers & Rutter, where for 
nearly a quarter of a century all the printing for the On- 
tario Government has been done. These buildings faced 
on Front street and backed to a lane dividing them from 
Brown Brothers and Ralph, Smith & Co. In these five 
establishments, almost contiguous, the loss will probably 
reach $1,000,000. Running at right angles to Front and 
Wellington streets is Bay street, across which the fire ex- 
tended into another series of paper houses, beginning with 
the Barber & Ellis Company and Buntin, Reid & Co., 
wholesale stationers; Kilgour Brothers, paper bag manu- 
facturers; the E. B. Eddy Company, Toronto branch; Car- 
ter-Crume Company, counter check books, and the Lincoln 
Paper Mills Company. On the other side of Front street 
was the warehouse of the Canada Paper Company, and up 
Bay street, where the fire worked against the wind, were 
located Davis & Henderson, manufacturing stationers, and 
Richie & Ramsay, Limited, manufacturers of coated 
papers. At various points between were the offices 
of the Kinleith Paper Company, the Montrose Paper Com- 
pany, the Ryrie Paper Company, the Harris Lithographing 
Company, the Book Supply Company, and some other con-

cerns. Though no daily newspaper was burned out three 
of Toronto’s six dailies were on the rim of the fire. By a 
big fight the magnificent building of the Telegram, es- 
teemed the most complete newspaper office in Canada, was 
saved, the fire stopping at its southern wall. The Mail and 
Empire Building is only 200 feet or so north of where the 
fire stopped at the premises of the Toronto Engraving 
Company, and to the east the Globe was uncomfortably 
near the edge of the crater. 

About $25,000 worth of Ontario Government property 
was destroyed in the loss of Warwick Brothers & Rutter’s 
establishment, and by the terms of the contract the Province 
loses this. The most inconvenience will be caused by the 
destruction of some bound reports and blue books, of which 
only a few copies had been distributed to the Legislature 
now sitting. There were a number of bills in type waiting 
for the third reading which will have to be set up again. 
The employees of the firm saved a number of manuscript 
copies of bills and reports, in which they were assisted by 
some of the King’s Printer’s assistants, who hurried down 
from the Parliament Buildings, where the Legislature was 
in session at the time of the fire. 

One of the features of the fire was the saving of the 
Queen’s Hotel, an historic structure which has several 
times sheltered royalty and which was separated by about 
50 feet of lawn from the Warwick Brothers & Rutter 
building. John R. Barber, M. P. P., the well known paper 
maker of Georgetown, Toronto and Cornwall, was a guest 
at the hotel and organized a brigade which by means of 
wet blankets over the windows and woodwork on the 
danger side materially assisted in preventing the fire gain- 
ing a foothold. The blankets had to be soaked with water 
from inside every few minutes, and at the end Mr. Barber 
and Henry Winnett, one of the proprietors of the hotel, 
were soaked from head ‘to foot. About 1,500 employees are 
engaged by the firms mentioned, but with characteristic 
energy the proprietors are going to work again. Warwick 
Brothers & Rutter have secured temporary premises and 
announced that the Legislature will not be delayed. The 
factory of Kilgour Brothers, situated a little distance from 
the warehouse, was not destroyed, and the Copp-Clark 
Company had an auxiliary factory. Some have secured 
skating and curling rinks, while others will be temporarily 
housed in the buildings on the Toronto Exhibition grounds, 
and it is expected that in a few weeks Toronto will be as 
active as ever in printing, publishing and making station- 
ery, though it will be a good many months before the firms 
are back again in handsome and, well appointed “wate- 
houses. z. 


A cellulose silk factory on a large scale has lately been 
opened at Sydowsane, near Stettin, Germany. At first 
some 100 workmen were employed, but owing to the de- 
velopments made it is expected that a much larger force 
will shortly be required.

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DETAILS OF TORONTO FIRE. 


How the Paper, Stationery and Publishing Trades Suffered 
—Great Quantities of Books, Paper and Stationery De- 
stroyed—Loss Will Probably Exceed $2,500,000. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, Canada, April 25, 1904—Toronto’s big fire, 
with a total estimated loss of $13,000,000, did particular 
damage to the paper, stationery and publishing trades of 
Canada. The loss of these trades will probably exceed 
$2,500,000. Toronto is not only the Leipsic of Canada, 
controlling the book publishing trade, but it is also the 
centre of the manufacturing stationery business, the great 
bulk of the blank books, envelopes, blotters, scribblers and 
the like being manufactured here. Probably three-fourths 
of all the school books used in the Provinces and Territories 
of Canada have been hitherto manufactured within a radius 
of a few hundred yards. It was this concentration of the 
stationery and publishing business in one part of Toronto 
among the wholesale dry goods houses that caused such 
complete destruction in this trade by the fire. In this line 
only three big houses were unscorched, while only one of 
the largest wholesale dry goods houses escaped. The fire 
had only been going a few minutes when it extended to 
the magnificent six story structure of Brown Brothers, 
manufacturing stationers. Next door was that of Ralph, 
Smith & Co., lithographers, both on Wellington street. 
Under the high wind the flames were driven back through 
these buildings to the great establishments of the W. J. 
Gage Company and the Copp-Clark Company, school book 
publishers and general stationers, and to the big, handsome 
printing house of Warwick Brothers & Rutter, where for 
nearly a quarter of a century all the printing for the On- 
tario Government has been done. These buildings faced 
on Front street and backed to a lane dividing them from 
Brown Brothers and Ralph, Smith & Co. In these five 
establishments, almost contiguous, the loss will probably 
reach $1,000,000. Running at right angles to Front and 
Wellington streets is Bay street, across which the fire ex- 
tended into another series of paper houses, beginning with 
the Barber & Ellis Company and Buntin, Reid & Co., 
wholesale stationers; Kilgour Brothers, paper bag manu- 
facturers ; the E. B. Eddy Company, Toronto branch; Car- 
ter-Crume Company, counter check books, and the Lincoln 
Paper Mills Company. On the other side of Front street 
was the warehouse of the Canada Paper Company, and up 
Bay street, where the fire worked against the wind, were 
located Davis & Henderson, manufacturing stationers, and 
Richie & Ramsay, Limited, manufacturers of coated 
papers. At various points between were the offices 
of the Kinleith Paper Company, the Montrose Paper Com- 
pany, the Ryrie Paper Company, the Harris Lithographing 
Company, the Book Supply Company, and some other con- 
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cerns. Though no daily newspaper was burned out three 
of Toronto’s six dailies were on the rim of the fire. By a 
big fight the magnificent building of the Telegram, es- 
teemed the most complete newspaper office in Canada, was 
saved, the fire stopping at its southern wall. The Mail and 
Empire Building is only 200 feet or so north of where the 
fire stopped at the premises of the Toronto Engraving 
Company, and to the east the Globe was uncomfortably 
near the edge of the crater. 

About $25,000 worth of Ontario Government property 
was destroyed in the loss of Warwick Brothers & Rutter’s 
establishment, and by the terms of the contract the Province 
loses this. The most inconvenience will be caused by the 
destruction of some bound reports and blue books, of which 
only a few copies had been distributed to the Legislature 
now sitting. There were a number of bills in type waiting 
for the third reading which will have to be set up again. 
The employees of the firm saved a number of manuscript 
copies of bills and reports, in which they were assisted by 
some of the King’s Printer’s assistants, who hurried down 
from the Parliament Buildings, where the Legislature was 
in session at the time of the fire. 

One of the features of the fire was the saving of the 
Queen’s Hotel, an historic structure which has several 
times sheltered royalty and which was separated by about 
50 fect of lawn from the Warwick Brothers & Rutter 
building. John R. Barber, M. P. P., the well known paper 
maker of Georgetown, Toronto and Cornwall, was a guest 
at the hotel and organized a brigade which by means of 
wet blankets over the windows and woodwork on the 
danger side materially assisted in preventing the fire gain- 
ing a foothold. The blankets had to be soaked with water 
from inside every few minutes, and at the end Mr. Barber 
and Henry Winnett, one of the proprietors of the hotel, 
were soaked from head -to foot. About 1,500 employees are 
engaged by the firms mentioned, but with characteristic 
energy the proprietors are going to work again. Warwick 
Brothers & Rutter have secured temporary premises and 
announced that the Legislature will not be delayed. The 
factory of Kilgour Brothers, situated a little distance from 
the warehouse, was not destroyed, and the Copp-Clark 
Company had an auxiliary factory. Some have secured 
skating and curling rinks, while others will be temporarily 
housed in the buildings on the Toronto Exhibition grounds, 
and it is expected that in a few weeks Toronto will be as 
active as ever in printing, publishing and making station- 
ery, though it will be a good many months before the firms 
are back again in handsome and, well appointed ‘ware- 
houses. —
